Phenothiazine was first synthesized 1835 
but remained chemical curiosity, forgotten 
the shelf for nearly one hundred years. 
1934 was discovered that phenothiazine 
had possibilities and four 
years later workers the Department 
Agriculture reported its efficiency 
anthelmintic.* Although phenothiazine not 
used extensively insecticide the pres- 
ent time, unquestionably one the most 
widely used anthelmintics veterinary medi- 
cine. far beyond the scope this paper 
cover all aspects the use phenothia- 
zine. For critical review the subject the 
reader referred the excellent paper 
Harwood.* 


Mode Action Phenothiazine 


The exact mechanism involved the an- 
thelmintic activity phenothiazine un- 
known. However, available evidence suggests 
that the drug acts primarily solid par- 
ticle upon the cuticle the worm rather than 
has been demonstrated that 
phenothiazine taken many worms 
rate several times faster than the uptake 
the intestinal tissues. Within the worm 
phenothiazine appears have affinity for 
certain tissues, particularly those the fe- 
male reproductive 

Phenothiazine unique drug that 
has three distinct effects: 

Small doses given over period time 
will completely inhibit egg production 
many nematodes. 

Small doses will also produce level 
the feces which toxic the free-living 
larval stages many nematodes. 

larger doses directly toxic the 
adult stages many nematodes. 

Since appears that phenothiazine acts 
solid particle, one would expect that the 
size the particles would influence the effi- 
ciency the drug. This has been found 
true, finer particles are much more effective 
killing worms than are coarse 
For example, Gm. phenothiazine with 
mean particle diameter two microns will 
kill about per cent the nematodes the 
fourth stomach and small intestine lamb. 
the mean particle diameter increased 
microns only about per cent the 
worms will killed. Particles larger than 
about 100 microns diameter appear 
have very little effect directly the worms. 

Particle size phenothiazine also affects 
ovogenesis many nematodes, although this 
effect not striking the direct effect

the worms mentioned above. found, 
for example, that preparation with mean 
particle diameter two microns little 
more than per cent efficient suppressing 
egg production. preparation with mean 
particle diameter microns still about 
per cent efficient inhibiting ovogenesis. 
Even particles over 100 microns are capable 
exerting significant inhibition the re- 
productive cycle. 

has been known for several years that 
phenothiazine exhibited selective anthel- 
mintic efficiency against some genera ne- 
matodes. Haemonchus, for example, very 
sensitive phenothiazine, gram doses will 
kill all the adults this worm lambs, ap- 
parently regardless the mean particle di- 
ameter, least within the range two 
microns. Trichostrongylus and Ostertagia are 
quite susceptible fine particles pheno- 
thiazine, approximately two microns di- 
ameter. However, the mean particle diam- 
eter increases, the efficiency decreases; 
micron particles are only about per cent 
effective against Trichostrongylus and per 
cent effective against Ostertagia. 

The question frequently asked, “How can 
one determine the particle size given 
preparation Since most 
not have the equipment make these 
determinations, the simplest solution re- 
quest average analysis from the supplier, 
who can turn pass the request the 
manufacturer. There are only few basic pro- 
ducers phenothiazine the United States 
and they all have this information their 
product. 


Action Phenothiazine the Vertebrate 
Body 


Although great deal remains learned 
about the fate phenothiazine the verte- 
brate body, clear that acts differently 
different species. Among the larger ani- 
mals the horse considered rather 
susceptible the toxic effect phenothiazine, 
manifested the appearance hemolytic 
anemia. However, this means uni- 
versal finding, phenothiazine widely and 
successfully employed therapeutically and pro- 
phylactically for the control strongyles 
horses. recommended dosages appears 
well tolerated. 

ruminants, cattle appear possibly 
more sensitive the toxic effects pheno- 
thiazine than sheep. This does not pre- 
sent problem, however, even 
heavily parasitized and debilitated cattle can 
tolerate doses 125 grams, more than twice 
the normally recommended amount, and ex- 
hibit only transitory symptoms intoxica- 
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Normally proportion given dose 
phenothiazine absorbed the intestinal 
tract either the unaltered state 
oxidized derivative. The amount absorbed 
dependent, part least, the size the 
phenothiazine particles, high percentage 
very small particles results high degree 
The absorbed phenothiazine 
derivative ultimately eliminated from the 
body via the bile, urine, and milk. The un- 
absorbed remainder eliminated the feces. 
The derivatives which appear the urine and 
feces are colorless but produce red dye 
exposure air. Although colored derivatives 
phenothiazine are known appear milk, 
the occurrence this phenomenon ap- 
parently quite rare, least one can say that 
visibly discolored milk resulting from pheno- 
thiazine derivatives certainly not com- 
mon experience. 


has been suggested that the occurrence 
red colored feces from cattle receiving 
phenothiazine evidence decreased rate 
While this may the case, 
equally valid explanation would that 
result absorption and hepatic oxida- 
tion, leuco derivatives phenothiazine were 
eliminated via the bile and developed the 
colored products further oxidation air. 
Whatever the cause for red feces may be, this 
phenomenon has been observed after cattle 
have received phenothiazine either alone 
mixed with carob flour. 


Administration Phenothiazine 


Phenothiazine, not being soluble suitable 
solvents, administered the solid state 
capsule, bolus, tablet; mixed with 
feed mineral supplements, drench 
suspended water with appropriate suspend- 
ing and wetting agents. experiments de- 
signed compare the efficiency various 
methods administration therapeutic do- 
Sages, was found that capsules, bolus, 
drench, the efficiency the drug was 
the 


Mixtures phenothiazine with salt min- 
erals are usually employed constant low- 
level prophylactic regimens where the aim 
maintain low level intake the range 
one four grams daily. 

Recently trials have been conducted 
which phenothiazine has been incorporated 
into pelleted feed amounts designed 
provide therapeutic dose over period 
two three days. other field experiments 
the drug has been mixed with carob flour 
attempt increase palatability and make 
possible administer therapeutic dose 
mixing predetermined amount the mix- 
ture with feed for period two three 
This would appear practical ap- 
proach the problem treating animals 
fattening ration with minimum inter- 
ference with their growth rate. However, 
should pointed out that there this 
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time conclusive evidence indicating that 
mixtures such those mentioned possess the 
same anthelmintic efficiency equivalent 
amount the straight drug. Recent obser- 
vations also indicate that for reasons which 
are not understood, cattle may refuse mix- 
tures phenothiazine with their feed even 
after they have previously consumed such 
mixture without difficulty. Whether this rep- 
resents conditioning process not known 
present. Work this problem continu- 
ing. 

Because the size the dose and concen- 
tration phenothiazine the feed, of- 
ten desirable split the therapeutic dose and 
administer successive days. occasion 
may require long four five days 
administer full therapeutic dose this 
method. This raises important question re- 
garding the efficacy split doses opposed 
single dose. Certainly would not 
possible give gram dose, for example, 
four and expect anthelmin- 
tic efficiency equal single dose. What 
the smallest dose that can administered 
successive days without sacrificing therapeu- 
tic efficiency? Experience suggests that three- 
day regimen does not result appreciable 
loss efficiency. Evidence this point, how- 
ever, not available and critical trials should 
conducted order clarify the situation. 


Evaluation Phenothiazine Use 


estimation the efficacy given 
phenothiazine regimen can arrived 
several ways. animals fattening ration 
the relative gain and feed utilization treated 
and untreated animals can determined. Fe- 
cal egg counts can made treated and 
untreated animals prior and following treat- 
ment. Total worm burdens comparable 
treated and untreated groups animals can 
estimated utilizing suitable autopsy tech- 
niques. All these methods have inherent 
advantages and disadvantages. 


The measurement differential growth 
rates treated and untreated animals, while 
provides valuable information the eco- 
nomic value the program, does not pro- 
vide information the efficacy the treat- 
ment unless the pre-treatment 
treatment infection levels are known. For ex- 
ample, given treatment may remove one 
half the worms from group animals 
and they would presumably grow greater 
rate than the untreated group. the other 
hand, treatment would remove all 
the worms, the treated animals would grow 
relatively faster than those with only half 
the worms removed. some trials where ani- 
mals are fed libitum, difference 
growth rates may result from treatment. How- 
ever, feed consumption measured, may 
noted that the treated animals required 
less feed make the same gains the un- 
treated animals.

Evaluation the efficacy therapeutic 
phenothiazine program means fecal egg 
counts may present special problems and give 
results which are difficult interpret. 
should remembered here that the initial 
effect phenothiazine the inhibition 
egg production. inadequate dosage level 
improper formulation may result 
complete cessation egg laying within 
hours but still not kill appreciable number 
nematodes. The duration the inhibition 
egg laying may somewhat variable, but 
may persist two weeks before the female 
worms return normal function. 

further complication the interpretation 
egg counts results from the fact that most 
animals are continuously exposed infection 
nematodes and any given time are har- 
boring certain number immature forms. 
Phenothiazine generally not very effective 
against these forms and they will mature and 
start laying eggs following treatment. 
sometimes difficult determine the basis 
egg counts alone just what has happened the 
worm population. general, worm egg 
counts drop precipitously within hours 
treatment and remain essentially negative be- 
yond two weeks, reasonable assume 
that most the nematodes were killed. 

Still another problem which arises con- 
nection with the interpretation fecal egg 
counts lies the variability egg produc- 
tion. For example, one group ten lambs 
the average ten egg counts taken over 
period three weeks was correlated with the 
numbers worms recovered autopsy. 
the average was found that each egg per 
gram feces represented 1.4 worms. The 
extreme ratios, however, were 0.5 worms 
and 6.7. other words, the egg produc- 
tion the most prolific group was more than 
thirteen times that the least prolific group. 
This means that one lamb average egg 
count 4,000 per gram represented popula- 
tion 2,000 worms while another lamb with 
average egg count only 500 per gram ac- 
tually harbored 3,350 worms. 

Ultimately evaluating phenothiazine 
therapy, one needs know how many worms 
were killed the treatment. This requires 
that total worm counts made two groups 
autopsied animals, one treated and one un- 
treated, which the groups are large enough 
assure that they both had approximately 
the same average worm burden prior treat- 
ment. This laborious process, not generally 
suitable for field trials, but one which yields 
highly reliable information. 

Conclusions and recommendations based 
field trial evidence alone must, therefore, 
subjected searching analysis assure that 
the conclusions are not drawn beyond the 
practical limitations the trial.

The physiological action hydrocortisone 
acetate intra-articular use thoroughly de- 
scribed the manufacturers, and can’t 
argued me, certainly. does exert vaso- 
constrictive effect the joint capsule, among 
other things, which quite desirable. Bear 
mind that palliative drug. This 
important. giving relief from pain 
possible put the joint controlled use and, 
notion, hasten recovery, and keep atro- 
phy minimum. 

The following are some case reports—the 
ones that responded nicely, Thank you. 

Twelve-year-old quarter-horse gelding. 
Partial coxa-femoral luxation with involv- 
ment the accessory ligament. Acute lame- 
ness one week duration. One hundred 
twenty-five mg. Hydrocortisone acetate 
was injected into the hip joint, not without 
considerable anatomical difficulty, might 
well add. attempt was also made in- 
ject mg. around the accessory ligament. 
Marked improvement was noted 
hours. The areas were re-injected 
hours. The following day the horse was 
put hard use the owner’s over-eager 
daughter and performed soundly. There has 
been recurrence date. 

Ten-year-old quarter-horse stallion. Se- 
verely wrenched hock three months prior 
examination. The owner had poulticed the leg 
for two months and managed reduce the 
hock cantaloupe sized spavin. Sixty cc. 
clear synovial fluid was aspirated. 125 mg. 
hydrocortisone acetate was then injected 
and mixed with the remaining joint fluid. 
The hock was then re-poulticed for hours 
which time the hock was cleaned and 
left unbandaged. The following day the horse 
was started mild exercise and gradually 
extended over period three weeks. has 
Since returned hard use the arena with 
recurrence the problem. 
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Four-month-old standardbred colt. Punc- 
ture wound the left hock joint. The ranch 
manager treated simple wire cut for 
five days the end which time there was 
heck lot more swelling than when 
occurred.” Examination revealed severe dis- 
tension all the hock joint capsules, and 
extensive peri-articular swelling. The tem- 
perature was 104° Inappatence. Extreme 
pain movement. Initial treatment con- 
sisted Aqueous penicillin and sulfonamides 
parenterally combat septicemia, and poul- 
ticing the affected hock. Systemic improve- 
ment was noted hours. This treatment 
was continued additional hours which 
time the temperature and appetite were nor- 
mal. Distension the joint capsule was still 
very pronounced. Following local anesthesia 
the wound was traced and reopened into the 
joint capsule the antero-medial aspect. 
Forty cc. sanguino-pustular synovial fluid 
was aspirated through 16-gauge 
needle. One hundred twenty-five mg. hy- 
drocortisone acetate was injected. The joint 
was rewrapped poultice. The dressing was 
changed every hours for three days. Aque- 
ous penicillin was given parentally each day. 
the end the fourth day the joint capsule 
had reduced practically normal. There was 
small amount exudate from the wound 
tract that was considered normal. Recovery 
from this point was uneventful. 

Thoroughbred gelding, five years old. 
Puncture wound the left hock joint. This 
also was “home treated” for week. Initial 
examination revealed badly spavined, hot 
hock incapable weight support. Tempera- 
ture was 103.8° The hock was done 
poultice for hours. Aqueous procaine 
penicillin was administered hour inter- 
vals. The poultice was then removed. The 
hock was prepped and blocked with per 
cent procaine. Paracentesis produced cc. 
sanguinous synovial fluid with several 
small blood clots which interfered with as- 
piration. One hundred twenty-five mg. hy- 
drocortisone was then injected. The hock was 
again done poultice for hours. Five 
days from the first injection the hock was re- 
duced size two-thirds. Exercise was be- 
ing given the joint the horse’s own voli- 
tion confined area. Paracentesis now pro- 
duced only cc. clear synovial fluid. One 
hundred twenty-five mg. hydrocortisone 
acetate was again injected and the leg was 
left unbandaged. Improved use the affected 
leg was noted steadily and the same time 
corresponding diminution size the joint. 
Two weeks after the second injection the leg

Worm Infections Being Traced 


Worm-free lambs and fawns are being used 
trace worm infections range sheep and 
deer the University California’s Hop- 
land Field Station Mendocino County. 

Four six-acre pastures have been set up, 
each stocked with different combination 
sheep and deer, test transference small 
round worms between the two groups ani- 
mals. The worms live the stomachs and 
intestinal tracts both sheep and deer, and 
are the most important some species 
parasites affecting these animals the north- 
coast grazing region. far, little known 
how much sheep and deer can infect each 
other with these worms. 

William Longhurst, zoologist the range 
research station, working the project 
with James Douglas, associate professor 
parasitology, and Norman Baker, assistant 
professor parasitology, both the School 
Veterinary Medicine the Davis campus. 

The researchers also are studying survival 
stomach and intestinal worm larvae through 
the dry summer period for infection sheep 
various ages and for fawns. The eggs 
the worms are passed through the animals, and 
then hatch the grass, Longhurst said.

These Principles, for the guidance our 
members, have been adopted from the Amer- 
ican Veterinary Medical Association our 
Code Ethics. 


Preamble 


The honor and dignity our profession 
lies our obedience just and reasonable 
code ethics set forth guide the mem- 
bers. The object this code, however, 
more far-reaching, for exemplary professional 
conduct not only upholds honor and dignity, 
but also enlarges our sphere usefulness, 
exalts our social standards and promotes the 
science cultivate. Briefly stated, our code 
ethics the foundation our individual 
and collective efforts. based upon the 
Golden Rule. 


General Deportment 


PARAGRAPH 1.—Conduct characterizing the 
personal behavior gentleman expected 
all members the profession. 


PARAGRAPH the solemn duty all 
members the Association deport them- 
selves accordance with the spirit this 
code. 


PARAGRAPH 3.—This code not intended 
cover the entire field veterinary medical 
ethics. Professional life too complex 
classify into set rules, one’s duties and 
obligations his clients, colleagues and fel- 
low citizens. 


Professional Deportment 


PARAGRAPH 4.—No member shall use col- 
lege degree which not entitled any 
degree title granted institution de- 
clared unworthy contemporary institutions 
its class.

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Chemical Aspects Animal Grooming 
PART 1—Detergents Shampoos for Animal Bathing

recent years the bathing and grooming 
small animals, primarily dogs, has grown from 
incidental and unwanted aspect animal 
care rather surprising proportions. all ur- 
ban areas today there are establishments which 
specialize and limit themselves the bath- 
ing and grooming dogs. These enterprising 
people have stolen march most veterinari- 
ans because they have made study what 
necessary turn out finished dog, not only 
properly clipped and trimmed but with his 
coat clean, glossy and healthy. Many veterin- 
arians, who regard the bathing dogs 
somewhat more nuisance than worth, 
buy and use the least expensive cleaning 
agents they can find. The professional groomer, 
the other hand, has wisely decided that 
since his business based washing hair, 
had better use products designed specif- 
ically for this job, namely shampoos. 

The word “detergent” source confu- 
sion many people. Webster defines 
gent” cleansing agent solvent such 
water soap.” Thus, clear that ordin- 
ary soap detergent. However, the expres- 
sion “synthetic detergent” refers large 
group chemical agents developed chem- 
ists primarily get around the well known 
tendency soap form scum with the cal- 
cium and magnesium ions hard water. 
These synthetic materials are what usually 
meant when somebody speaks “detergent.” 
Soap detergent but “detergents” are not 
necessarily soap. These materials are very 
much better cleansing agents than soap and 
applications where the removal oily 
residues important, such dishwashing, 
laundering various industrial cleansing pro- 
cesses—very small amounts are very effective 
removing oils and greases. addition 
their natural degreasing effect, some these 
products contain used 
increase the alkalinity and thereby 
further aid the degreasing process. High alka- 
linity is, course, very detrimental hair. 

Right this point, however, where get 
back dog washing. was early learned 
human beauty shops that these new synthetic 
materials were very damaging hair when 
used alone. They washed well that they re- 
moved all the natural oils which nature 
secretes keep skin and hair its normal, 
soft, smooth and glossy condition. became 
necessary find materials act “brakes” 
this defatting action order that too much 
the fatty substance would not removed. 
These materials came known “hair 
conditioners” and they are standard ingredi- 
ents any preparation designed for washing 
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hair. When cleansing agent and proper 
kind and amount hair conditioner are pro- 
vided together product, can rightfully 
ically formulated for the type cleaning job 
necessary when used hair. 

The professional dog groomers have learned 
from the experiences the human beauty 
shops and, since they too are engaged the 
business washing hair, they have found 
highly advantageous use human type 
shampoos. These retain the natural oils and 
add the softness and lustre the animal’s 
coat while still adequately cleansing the skin 
and hair. Many veterinarians, the other 
hand, have not had the value the beauty 
shop experience pointed out them. 
result, many small animal hospitals are still 
washing dogs raw industrial detergents 
which are products designed very 
complete job cleaning, including defatting 
the soiled surfaces. Materials such “Or- 
vus” are excellent for industrial applications 
hair conditioners and other things for for- 
mulating shampoos, but alone they are not 
the proper thing for washing hair. greatly 
doubted the wives those using 
“Orvus” for animal bathing would allow 
used regularly themselves. Why then 
should used dogs? The use prop- 
erly formulated materials the skin and 
coat animal much the responsi- 
bility good veterinarian the use 
proper medicines and treatments for internal 
illness. 

Probably the chemical distinction between 
washing compound and shampoo has not 
been brought the attention veterinarians 
before. However, with increasing demand 
the part the public for the proper ex- 
ternal care their pets and the rise 
many professional bathing and grooming es- 
tablishments, the wise veterinarian would 
well look into the use shampoos, rinses 
and other products formulated for human 
application but applicable animals. Such 
products are not expensive when purchased 
directly and professional quantities from 
companies which are engaged manufactur- 
ing them for human use.

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Dangerous Drug Act 


Following are excerpts from the Dangerous 
Drug Act, Division 22, Health and Safety Code, 
effective January 1954, and which have not 
been changed date: 


CHAPTER Definitions. 


29001. “Dangerous Drug’ means any drug unsafe 
for self-medication, except preparations drugs 
defined subdivisions (e), (f), (h) and (i) hereof, 
designed for the purpose feeding treating ani- 
mals (other than man) or poultry, and so labeled, 
and includes the following: 


(a) Any hypnotic drug. “Hypnotic drug” includes 
acetyluria derivatives, barbituric acid derivatives, 
chloral, paraldehyde, sulfomethane derivatives, 
any compounds or mixtures or preparations that may 
be used for producing hypnotic effects. 

(b) Aminopyrine, or compounds or mixtures there- 
of. 

(c) Amphetamine, desoxyephedrine, or compounds 
or mixtures thereof except preparations for use in 
the nose and unfit for internal use. 

(d) Cinchophen, neocinchophen, or compounds or 
mixtures thereof. 

(e) Diethyl-stilbestrol, or compounds or mixtures 
thereof. 

(f) Ergot, cotton root, or their contained or de- 
rived active compounds or mixtures thereof. 

(g) Oils of croton, rue, savin or tansy or their con- 
tained or derived compounds or mixtures thereof. 

(h) Sulfanilamide substituted sulfanilamides, 
compounds or mixtures thereof, except preparations 
for topical application only containing not more than 
five percent (5%) strength. 

(i) Thyroid and its contained or derived active 
compounds or mixtures thereof. 

(j) Phenylhydantoin deratives. 

(k) Any drug which bears the legend: Caution: 
Federal law prohibits dispensing without prescrip- 
tion. 

(1) Hypnotic drugs when combined and com- 
pounded with non-hypnotic drugs. 


Rules and Regulations of the California State Board 
of Pharmacy, Article 6, Dangerous Drugs 


1744. Penicillin—All preparations of penicillin for 
internal and/or parenteral use may be sold only 
upon prescription physician, dentist, chiropo- 
dist or veterinarian and can be refilled only upon 
the order the prescriber; topical applications 
penicillin excepted. 

1747. Androgenic and Estrogenic Substances—All 
estrogenic and androgenic substances, except whole 
glands and external preparations containing 10,000 
international units or less per ounce constitutes dan- 
gerous drugs as defined by Section 29001 of the 
Health and Safety Code. 


Note: Authority cited: Section 4009, Business and 
Professions Code. Section 4009 reads follows: The 
Board may make such rules and regulations, not in- 
consistent with the laws this State, may 
necessary for the protection the public, and ap- 
pertaining to the practice of pharmacy, and relating 
to the sanitation of all establishments and persons 
licensed by the board and of all establishments 
where any drug or medicine is manufactured, com- 
pounded prepared, and provide for such stand- 
ards of minimum equipment of establishments li- 
censed by the board. 


29014. Physicians, dentists, chiropodists, veteri- 
narians, and licensees shall execute hypnotic drugs 
purchase order forms in triplicate, showing date, 
name of supplier, name and quantity of hypnotics 
ordered and signature, license number and address 
of licensee. The original and duplicate orders shall 
be forwarded to the supplier, who shall forward the 
duplicate order the licensing board under which 
the purchaser is licensed within 30 days after receipt 
thereof, and the triplicate the order kept the 
file of the purchaser for at least three years. Within 
a reasonable time after any purchaser except a 
wholesaler in this State gives any order to, or makes 
any contract or agreement for purchases from or 
sales by, any out-of-state person of any hypnotic 
drug for delivery in this State, the purchaser shall 
forward the original order to the out-of-state person, 
forward duplicate such order, contract agree- 
ment for such purchase to the licensing board under 
which the purchaser licensed, and retain tripli- 
cate for not less than three years. The provisions of 
this section do not apply when hypnotic drugs are 
combined or compounded with medicinal drugs 
which render such combination or compound unfit 
for hypnotic use. Each licensing board shall have 
exclusive jurisdiction to administer and enforce this 
section as to its licensees. (Amended by Stats. 1953, 
Ch. 773.) 

CHAPTER Offenses. 


28020. No person shall furnish any dangerous drug, 
other than any hypnotic drug, except upon the pre- 
scription of a physician, dentist, chiropodist or vet- 
erinarian. 


The provisions this section not apply the 
furnishing of any dangerous drug, other than any 
hypnotic drug, by a manufacturer or wholesaler or 
pharmacy to each other or to a physician, dentist, 
chiropodist or veterinarian or to a laboratory under 
sales and purchase records that correctly give the 
date, the names and addresses the supplier and 
the buyer, the drug and its quantity. 


No person shall dispense any hypnotic drug except 
upon the prescription of a physician, dentist, chirop- 
odist or veterinarian, or upon the receipt of a 
properly executed official hypnotic drug purchase 
order form. 


A record of the hypnotic drug administered by 
any person exempt under Section 29015 shall be kept 
stating the date, name and address the patient,

Statewide Disease 
Committee Meeting 


The Statewide Bang’s Disease Committee 
held one the most important meetings since 
its inception some years ago Sacramento 
April 10th, with Joe Hart Modesto pre- 
siding. 

The outstanding development this meet- 
ing was report Dr. Cameron the 
School Veterinary Medicine, University 
California Davis, new test for brucel- 
losis. presenting this report, Dr. Cameron 
described investigations the University 
the value the milk whey test substitute 
for the blood test brucellosis. The investi- 
gations have proved conclusively that the 
whey test least equally efficient the 
blood test diagnosing brucellosis. 


The method conducting the test was 
demonstrated along with the ring test. Dr. 
Cameron stated that the whey test was not 
substitute for the ring test. The ring test 
used herd test while the whey test used 
the individual animal. The results si- 
multaneous blood and whey testing over 
5000 cows were presented. There was per 
cent agreement between the two tests, and 
the small number cases where there was 
disagreement, the whey test appeared 
more efficient detecting infection. 


Dr. Cameron expressed complete confidence 
the test and hoped eventually could 
used officially place the blood test. The 
use the whey test would greatly facilitate 
the brucellosis eradication program and help 
finish the job. The test not take the place 
vaccination but adjunct it. The 
research also suggested that whey reaction 
would not persist the reaction were due 
vaccination, whereas the blood reaction will 
persist adult vaccination late calf vacci- 
nation. Further research necessary prove 
this important point because one the great- 
est needs brucellosis testing for test 
that would distinguish between reaction 
caused vaccination and reaction caused 
actual infection. There every indication 
that the whey test would serve such purpose. 


Other highlights this meeting included 
several reports and some important actions 
taken the committee. 


Dr. Chastain, Assistant Chief the 
Bureau Livestock Disease Control, State 
Department Agriculture, reported ex- 
periences with enforcement Brucellosis 
Regulation 754.1 (Intra-State) and 
(Inter-State). Dr. Chastain indicated that 
proper enforcement has been difficult task 
until the present and, all probability, 
will continue the future. partial 
summary Dr. Chastain’s report follows. 


Summary of Enforcement of Brucellosis Regulations 
754.1 and 754.2, March 31, 1956 


Intrastate—Number dairy cattle examined for 
brucellosis vaccination tattoos or brucellosis test 
certificates personnel the State Department 
Agriculture, U. S. Department of Agriculture, County 
of Los Angeles and County of San Diego from Janu- 
ary 2 to March 31, 1956—27,678. 

Number violations found—1,541 5.5 per cent 
of cattle examined. 

Of the 1,541 violations— 

922 were disposed sending slaughter. 

B. 460 were disposed of by returning to point of 
origin. (No violations have been disposed of by B 
since March 1, 1956.) 

159 were disposed allowing the animal 
qualify by testing or vaccinating at sales yards. 
(No violations have been disposed since 
March 1956.) 

Number of “Notice of Violations” issued—50. 

Interstate—Cattle subject to Brucellosis Regulation 
754.2 (Interstate) examined since January 2, num- 
bered—2,692. Violations found, 16. 

Violations disposed of by— 

A. Held pending receipt of health certificate and 
blood test chart from origin—4. 

B. Tested in salesyard—4. (No violations have 
been disposed since March 1.) 

C. Returned to point of origin—1. 
have been disposed since March 1.) 

D. Sent to slaughter—7. 

The California Auction Yards Association, with 
Mr. Chester Walker, secretary, appearing before the 
Committee, requested two changes or amendments 
in the present regulation 754.1 (intrastate). One of 
these requests included a proposal for uniform 
orange colored tags to be issued by the State of 
California and utililized for identification 
vaccinated animals addition the tattoo. com- 
mittee, consisting of the following, was appointed 
Chairman Joe Hart study this proposal and 
bring back their recommendations. 

James Fulmor, chairman, Ray Griffin, Dr. W. A. 
McDonald, Dr. E. F. Chastain and Russell D. Rich- 
ards. Dr. Robert Schroeder, advisory member. 

The other request, which in effect would have 
allowed more freedom of movement of dairy cattle, 
was not acted upon the Committee. 

The more important actions taken by the Commit- 
tee are as follows: 

“The Statewide Bang’s Disease Committee recom- 
mends that the University of California continue the 
present research work on the whey test for brucel- 
losis and use all means possible to expand this work 
insofar as may be desirable; and 

“The Committee further recommends that the 
California State Department Agriculture lend all 
possible assistance cooperating with the Univer- 
sity of California in this research program; and 

“The Committee further recommends that the 
Animal Disease Eradication Branch, Agricultural Re- 
search Service, U.S.D.A., extend the fullest measure 
cooperation the University California this 
program, including the allocation of all possible 
manpower and funds available. 

“The Statewide Bang’s Disease Committee requests 
that Dr. Cameron supported any request for 
assistance and that he be asked to step up the work 
with the objective of reporting again to the Com- 
mittee on additional results at a September meeting 
to which Dr. C. K. Mingle, Assistant Chief, Animal 
Disease Eradication Branch, Agricultural Research 
Service, U.S.D.A., Washington, C., would in- 
vited. 

“The Statewide Bang’s Disease Committee will 
utilize every possible effort to show continued prog- 
ress in the brucellosis control program.”

It seems entirely possible that inauguration of a 
whey testing program could helpful this re- 
gard.” 


A letter from Dr. A. K. Kuttler, Chief, Brucellosis 
Eradication Section, Animal Disease Eradication 
Branch, Agricultural Research Service, U.S.D.A., was 
read which progress through various control 
measures the range areas the West was pointed 
out. One program that appeared promising for beef 
cattle herds appeared to be the testing of dry and 
cull cows the time marketing and the subse- 
quent testing only those herds where reactors 
were found. 


The Statewide Bang’s Disease Committee expects 
to meet in September to receive another report from 
Dr. Cameron further work accomplished 
the whey test during the intervening months.

Summary and Conclusions 


Although there great deal yet 
learned about phenothiazine, particularly 
about its mechanism action and fate within 
the vertebrate body, the following points seem 
fairly clearly established: 


Phenothiazine acts upon the helminth 
cuticle solid particle, therefore there 
inverse relationship between particle size 
and anthelmintic efficiency. 


Toxicity phenothiazine sheep and 
cattle appears not problem great 
significance.

The therapeutic efficiency phenothia- 
zine approximately the same whether 
drench. The value phenothiazine thera- 
peutic levels pelleted feed mixed with 
additives such carob flour has not been es- 
tablished critical trials. 


The possible loss therapeutic efficiency 
which results from splitting dose pheno- 
thiazine and administering successive 


days has not been determined .in cattle and 
sheep. 


Evaluation the benefits derived from 
the use phenothiazine often complex 
process requiring observations carefully 
selected groups treated and untreated ani- 
mals with respect (a) Relative growth 
rates; (b) Comparative feed utilization; (c) 
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Fecal worm egg counts; (d) Total worm counts 
slaughtered animals.

PARAGRAPH 11.—A member who permits his 
name listed directories bold-face 
type who advertises his name hospital 
institution any way differing from the 
standard style, type size used the direc- 
tory for the listing professional groups 
(physicians, dentists, lawyers, nurses) sub- 
ject the charge unprofessional conduct.

PARAGRAPH 15.—Members are encouraged 
write articles for the local press announcing 
the presence contagious diseases and their 
seasonal prevention treatment, provided 
the motive bona fide attempt salvage 
the livestock clients rather than personal 
gain. Wisely worded articles this type add 
the dignity and usefulness the veterinary 
profession, whereas paid advertisements the 
same subject are manifestly detrimental and, 
therefore, are violations this code. 


Advertising Mail 


PARAGRAPH 16.—The distribution cards 
circulars mail otherwise reminding 
clients that the time hand for rendering 
certain services (vaccinations, worm-parasite 
treatment, etc.) questionable practice 
that should frowned upon objectionable 
advertising.

PARAGRAPH 19.—In view the turn veter- 
inary practice has taken recent years, vet- 
erinarian may announce his cards and let- 
terheads that his practice limited the 
treatment diseases small animals poul- 
try, provided that such cards letterheads in- 
dicate that member the veterinary 
profession and thus distinguish him from 
groups irregular practitioners who are not 
eligible membership the Association.
